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The Power to Pay. 

Somewhere in Paris the Couneil of Four 
have been discussing the questigh of in 
demnities, and Jast night, in the rouse of 
Commons, the whole matter of financial 
settlement with the enemy wa raised. 
The world is coming to grips with its 
most vital task. While the avefage man 
has a certain detached interest in ‘such 
matters as the fate of the Ban#t or the 
ethnographic frontiers of Georgia, he is 
deeply and intimately concernedjwith the 
problem of paying the bill. The war has 
cost Great Britain eight milliardé sterling, 
a sum so fabulous that the injagination 
reelw at its size. We have incurred a 
foreign debt of £1,500,000,000, fir the re- 
demption of which an annual sum of 350 
millions will be necessary. In nidition to 
this the price of living has pluinbed the 
depths of the plain man’s pock#t; he is 
faced with new taxations, hew expenses, 
while, all the time, less grist is being 
brought to his mill. His hard-gathered 
savings have been dwindling awily during 
the past five years. His food, his clothes, 
his amusements have steadily ‘risen in 
price, and to-day he awaits with a child- 
like confidence some improvement in his 
lot. In the hazy concept “ indeninity he 
perceives a kind of deus ex oe nagá pro- 
vided by well-intentioned, if over-zealous, 
politicians, whose ideas of intérnational 
economics are, to say the least, vague. 
It was very foolish to deceive the peoples of 
Europe by the promise that (Germany 
would bear the whole costs of the war, 
and indemnify her conquerors into the 
bargain. Europe's war bill js about 
£40,000,000,000, and, if this wére borne 
by Germany alone, seventy millipn people 
in the heart of our Continent would be 
reduced to perpetual starvation.| The in- 
evitable result would be the diss¢lution of 
Europe. On the other hand, it would be 
false to the elements of justice that Ger- 
many should be placed on the sme foot- 
ing as the Allies. The wilful destruction 
which she wrought, her heartletis spolia- 
tion of a fertile country, the cynical 
robbery which she openly advocated, all 


Germany must pay to the ygttermost 
farthing of her capacity; but áven this 
can be only a tithe of her debt. |; 

Judged by ordinary standards: the re- 
sources of Germany are considerable. Her 
country is one of the most fertile, and 
certainly the most productive, ini Kurope, 
and she is not, like us, hampered by huge 
debts contracted during the war. ‘The Re- 
paration Committee at Paris decided that 
eight milliards sterling are the limit of her 
capacity, but American opinion cdpsidered 
this sum much too high, and suggpsted its 
reduction’ to £2,400,000,000—a sum not 
double our own foreign debt. However, a 
compromise seems to have been seachas, and 
it is probable that four of five thousand 
millions will be the final figure.» Thete

wealth has been estimated roughly at 
£1,600,000,000, and includes her mercan- 
tile marine, her foreign securities, the 
railways of Alsace-Lorraine, the coal and 
iron deposits in the Saar valley, and the 
various public moneys which have been 
sunk in her former Colonies. Germany's 
annual profits on exports and imports are, 
roughly, £60,000,000—reckoned on her 
pre-war trade—and the payment of the 
balance of over three thousand millions, 
remaining after the confiscation of her 
external wealth, would extend over a 
period of at least fifty years. It would 
not be in the interest of the Allies to facili-. 
tate production in Germany in order to 
increase her revenue from exports ; yet, if 
she does not export, she cannot pay. Great 
Britain has tried, during the war, to foster 
industries of which previously the Ger- 
mans had almost a monopoly. If now 
Germany begins to flood the market with 
goods which we ourselves are struggling to 
produce, the result will not be favourable 
to our trade. It would be a-great mistake, 
for instance, to allow Germany to export 
large quantities of coal at a time when our 
producgion is decreasihg, as a result of 
shorter hours of work and larger rates of 
pay. It Id be equally unwise to keep 
her machines ing while our own are 
lying idle. 

In thefffonside 
common-sense 


tion of this question 
must prevail. The one 
crying necessifW for Great Britain is that, 
whatever elsy happens, her indu&trial pro- 
duction sháil increase. Her energies must 
concentrate themselves on her factories. 
The wiseacres who suggest a military 


occupation of Germany for the next half- 


century or so, in order to extract from her 
staggering indemnities, seem to forget that 
such an adventure would probably cost 
more than it would realise. The present 
armies on the Rhine—comparatively small 
~—cost the Allies £350,000,000 a year to 
maintain. An army occupying all Ger- 
many would not onby cost infinitely more, 
but, what is worse,-would take away large 
numbers of men from industry. We can- 
not afford to spare a single man. Europe 
must give up its pleasant dream of huge 
indemnities. ‘The long-suffering taxpayer 
must put his shoulder to the wheel of 
industry and see that it does not cease to 
turn. France, Belgium, and Serbia will pro- 
bably divide the major part of Germany's 
contribution. It is their indeféasible right, 
For them reparation does not mean reduc- 
tion of taxes or unloading of debt; it 
means the building of homes for the 


i wives and children of their déad soldiers 


and the reconstruction of their shattered 
provinces. Our chief material losses 
were losses of tonnage, caused by the 
submarine war, and the German ships will 
partly make them good. Our burden of 
debt, however, we must prepare to 
shoulder alone. We must not forget that 
America “has captured a considerable 
amount of our pre-war trade. This must 
be won back. Great Britain has lost 
ground in the race of trade, and it is the 
beunden duty of every member of the 
community to help her to retrieve her lead. 
Our statesmen in Paris, in conjunction 
with those of our Allies, may be trusted to 
get as much from Germany as is humanly 
possible. That this sum will not be suffi- 
cient is clear. It will probably be a drop 
in the ocean of our wants; but we must be 
content,

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The Children’s Health Bill. 


The new process of examination bv 
Standing Committees of the House of 
Commons is justifying itself in the case 
of Irish bills. Last week the Irish Health 


Bill was improved out of all recognition. 


Yesterday the Standing Committee, by a 
radical amendment, transmuted the Medi- 
eal Treatment of Children Bill from a 
pious opinion into a real measure of 
reform. The Bill, as it stood until ves- 
terday, permitted our county and borough 
councils to make provision for the medical 
inspection and treatment ef children in 
elementary schools. Half the cost will be 
found by. the: Treasury and the other half 
by the councils, which may recover it {rom 
the children’s parents. We pointed out 
that, so long as the Bill should remain 
merely permissive, few councils would be 
likely to accept the unpopular duty of 
taxing parents; and nearly all the mem- 
bers of the Standing Committee were in 
favour of comptlsion. Now, as in the case 
of the Health Bill, the Attorney-General 
has to Irish 
Yesterday he proposed an amend- 
ment by which the duty of enforcing the 
Bill is made mandatory on the councils. 
It was adopied unanimously, so that, if 
all goes well with the Bill, a most im- 
portant reform, already operative.in Great 
Britain, is: virtually a fait accompli for 
Ireland.. It is possible that, before the 
Bill leaves the Standing Committee, an 
arrangement will-be made $y which the 
children of really poor parents will receive 
free treatment. In that event, and if the 
working of the Bill zealous and 
thorough, we may expect an early and 
notable raising of the national standard 
of health. A great proportion of our adult 
population suffers from maladies which 
would have yanished under prompt treat: 
ment in childhood. Many men and women 
are blind to-day because some infantile 
defect was overlooked. Neglected adenoids 
are the source of a hundred evils in 
middle-life. The health of the whole 
system depends on healthy teeth, and, 
where teeth are concerned, the old maxim 
that prevention is better than cure is pro- 
foundly true. Such money as the State 
may spend on the administration of this 
Bill will be repaid a hundred-fold by the 
improved health and happiness of the 
next generation of Irishmen and Irish- 
women, In every primary school through. 
out the country symptoms of ill-health 
will be detected and eradicated before they 
can become a permanent handicap on the 
energies and efforts of a whole life-time. 
We foresee that one of the first results 
of the working of this Bill will be the 
creation of a strong public opinion on the 
state of the national milk supply—and a 
strong public opinjon is the essential con- 
dition of reform. ‘Mhavhine will depend,

of the medical inspection and treatment. 
On this point the Irish “Government's in- 
tentions remain somewhat obscure, The 
medical officers under the Bil) will not be 
the dispensary doctors as such, but will 
be a “special medical authority” ap- 
pointed by the county and borough 
councils. We may assume that, in effect, 
& large number of these officers will be 
drawn from the ranks of the dispensary 
doctors. In other words @ new, most mm- 
portant, and—if rightly fulfilled—exacting 
duty will be imposed on a body of men 
who have already far more than enough 
todo, Clearly such an arrangement would 
diminish greatly the value of the Act, and 
we hope thet we may regard it as merely 
temporary. When the new Council: of 
Public Health seeks statutory powers for 
lange meastres of reform it will gi¥é the 
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medical treatment of school-children its 
high and proper place in the national 
scheme. For this problem, as for many 
other problems of the public health, the 
real solution must be found in a State 
Medical Service, well trained, well paid, 
and independent of all local influences. 


Out-of-Work Donations. 


The out-of-work donation scandal is 
abating in England. Now, when the Govern- 
nient has introduced rules which should 
have been in force from the Begitining-of 
the scheme, thousands of policies are being 
allowed to lapse. Only 52 per cent. of the 
women who have drawn the donation for 
thirteen weeks haye applied for an ex- 
tension of their policies. This indicates 
very clearly that many of the recipients 
were never entitled to relief at all, 
simply took advantage of the 
Government's laxity to enjoy a well-paid 
holiday at the public expense. One result 
of the altered conditions is that a great 
many women are going back to domestic 
service. The latest returns from the 
Labour Exchanges show that, in the 
United Kingdom as a whole, there are now 
three applications for every vacancy noti- 
fied for day gir three applications for 
every two vacancies for charwomen, and 
two applications for every three vacancies 
for indoor servants. Thus the problem 
which has perplexed so many mistresses 
during recent months seems to be in a fair 
way towards a settlement without the 
assistance of the elaborate schemes which 
have been formulated by various organisa- 
tions. As regards hotel servants, the 
applications for employment are greatly in 
excess of the number of vacancies. The 
returns do not mention the number of 
agricultural labourers who have failed to 
apply for a renewal of their policies, It 
is to be hoped that the number is large, 
for a great amount-of tillage work 1s in 
arrears, and farmers can find employment 
for all the available labour. Up to the 
present the payment of out-of-work dona- 
tions has involved a total cost of over 
£12,000,000. It was stated in the House of 
Cammons last night that no proper pro- 
vision had yet been made to meet this ex- 
penditure, The matter is likely to be the 
subject of lively discussion at an early 
date.

Regulations made thereunder. They will re- 
main binding as heretofore, but the responsibi- 
lity of seeing that they are complied with will 
rest upon the publisher. As regards matter 
telegraphed abroad from this country, the re- 
sponsibility will rest with the senders of the 
telegrams. 

From the above-named date, the Press Bureau 
will also cease to issue to the Press communi- 
cations from or on behalf of any Minister or 
department of the Government.

way Ae Vice-Naval Consul. Although retiring 
from active sea life, Lieutenant Pinchin will 
ati!) be a public man, for he i& a younger 
brother of Trinity House, a member of the 
Executive Council of the Mercantile Marine 
Service Association, and a county magistrate 
He holds in his possession, amongst other 
eouvenire of hie lengthy seafaring career an 
iltuminated address, which wae recently pre- 
sented to him in recognition of his services in 
saving life at sea.

It is probably the fear of this, rather 
than personal devotion to the ex-Kaiser, 
which accounts for the large number gf 
German bourgeois who. profess to be in 
favour of,a Hohenzollern restoration, and 
who, failing this, would weleome the 
occupation of Germany by the Allies 
sooner than that their property and 
persons should be placed at the mercy of 
the Bolshevists. Most oí the present 
trouble might have been avoided if the 
war had proceeded to its natural end in 
the military defeat of the enemy, and if, 
following upon that, Berlin and the other 
principal towns of Germany had been 
ocep pied by Allied troops. ; 

Perhaps, posterity may say that the 
greatest work performed in Paris was that 
performed by the International Labour 
Commission in drawing up a charter for 
Labour. There is no doubt that if the 
principles therein promulgated, such as 
equal wages for equal work, the protection 
of women, and the eight-hours day, should 
in the near future be generally adopted, 
some of the greatest dangers to the world’s 
peace would be avoided; for it looks at 
present as if the wars of the future will 
not be brought about by the ambitions of 
monarchs or the intrigaes of statesmen, 
but by the struggle for life of competing 
proletariats. : 

The Admiralty are now considering 
whether there can be a naval march of 
triumph through the streets of London, 
and an announcement wil) be made 
shortly. 

Sir Frederick Banbury raised .an in- 
teresting point to-day regarding the out-of- 
work donation.

Mr. Claude Lowther was told by Mr. 
Bonar Law that he was of opinion that 
there would not be much time for a dis- 
cussion of the indemnity question after 
the Irish debate to-morrow, and the 
Government was prepared to accept a 
motion for the adjournment at once. Mr. 
Lowther, amid cbewrk: rose to put the 
motion, The Speaker. took advantage of 
the occasion to tell-the House what it 
ought to do. In quite schoolmasterly 
‘tones he told the members that, it being 
the first occasion of the moving of the 
adjournment, they need not stand up unless 
he called upon them to do so.
